AMERICANS STILL IN CHINA 


The State Department under date of January 7 has supplied a list of ninety Americans who 
are still in China, There are a few business and professional men, and a considerable number of 
American women married to Chinese; the rest are Protestant and Catholic missionaries, 


The following Protestant missionaries are presumed to be in prison, as nothing has been 
heard from them for a long time; Dr. and Mrs, Homer B, Bradshaw and Miss Sarah Perkins, 
8 ee oxen USA, Canton; Paul Mackinsen, United Lutheran, Tsingtao; Levi H, Lovegren, Con- 
_ Native Baptist, Yaan; faith missionaries Dorothy (or Betty?) Middleton, Mrs, Laura Lau, and 
So W. L. Winter, Canton, 


Miss Vella Wilcox of Yeungkong, Kuangtung, and Miss Marie Wagner of Tsining, Shantung, 
are both retired missionaries of the Presbyterian USA Board. Dr. William Kelly, former Presby- 
terian USA missionary, lives in Peking Union Church, Mrs, Juanity Byrd Huang, a former Baptist 
missionary, is at St. John’s University, Shanghai, W. Illsley was formerly with the Baillie School 
at Sandan, Talitha Gerlach was formerly a YW Secretary. All of these are at liberty, according 
to last accounts, and some of them correspond regularly with friends in the USA. 


Other names of interest in the list are those of Mr. and Mrs, Walter A. Rickett and Miss 
Harriet Mills, Fulbright scholars in Peking who were imprisoned in 1951. Miss Mills is daughter 
of Rev. and Mrs, Plumer Mills, Pres, USA Nanking missionary, 


Eight of the names on the list have been identified as Catholic missionaries, most of them 
now in prison, and probably a considerable number more belong in the same category, as we do 
not have regular lists of these to check by. 


Another name known to former Shanghai Community Church members is that of Mrs, Ethel 
Dent, wife of former organist at Community Church, Mr, Dent is a technician at Leslie Institute.

Institutes of higher learning are being taught to run on very limited budgets, according to 
a news despatch from Peking, October 17. Im mid-September the responsible persons of various 
institutions were called together and their budgets examined with a fine tooth comb, Printing 
of forms which could have been mimeographed, purchase of foreign supplies when there is a 
native product available, and such extravagances were severely criticized, As an example of 
the savings effected, it is stated that the Peking Institute of Geology has had its budget for books, 
apparatus and equipment reduced by 4,400 million yuan, 


The Peking Institute of Petroleum Engineering has been set up with three departments; re- 
fining, prospecting, and mechanical engineering. The basis of the new Institute was the cor- 
responding departments from Tsing Hua University and the Dairen Institute of Technology, It 
has opened with about a thousand students, 


Lin Kuan-pin, former principal of Union High School in Foochow, has been released after 
more than a year if prison, according to reliable news from Foochow, The report states that he 
is now resting at home, ‘‘since his health has not been very good"’, 


There is some question about the identity of the Peking Holiness Church Seminary which 
merged with Yenching Union Theological Seminary last summer, It is described in Hsieh Chin as 
the Peking Sheng-chieh Chiao-hui Shen-hsueh-yuan, The National Holiness Missionary Society 
had a Bible School in Tientsin, Could this title refer to that school? 


Miss Edith Simester has recently received a letter written in Foochow on November 23, It 
stated that Fukien Christian University, Huanan College, and the Anglo-Chinese College are 
united into a Teachers’ Training College, and that several excellent brick buildings haye been 
built. The implication seems to be that this new college utilizes all three campuses

() Philatelic readers will be interested to know that China put out the Third World Peace Issue 
tamps in July 1953 in three denominations; 250, 400, and 800 yuan, The Second Tunhuang 
Mural Specials, picturing examples of China’s ancient art, were issued in September 1953 in four 
designs, all for 800 yuan, 800 yuan is now the domestic mail rate, A four-stamp set, fourth set 
of the ‘‘Great China’’ series, was issued in December.

Su I-p'ing, writing in the China Weekly for Nov, 30, 1953, states that a total of 765 Chinese 
organizations in 36 foreign countries have signed the anti-Communist Pact of Overseas Chinese.

John Caldwell, son of Rev. Harry Caldwell (Meth,.Fukien), is now a correspondent for the 
Spadea Syndicate. His seventh article is written from the Matsu and White Dog Islands, just off 
the Fukien coast, The residents of these Nationalist controlled islands report that living condi- 
tions on the mainland are very bad, with over two million unemployed in Fukien Province, He
